EXPLANATION
This bill requires administrative agencies to submit copies

of all proposed and adopted administrative rules to the

eneral assembly and would allow standing committees of the

ouse _of representatives and senate to review any
administrative rule. As part of the rulemaking process, no
rule could remain in effect for more than five years.
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
